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“RAID” AVIATOR 
THOMPSON FALLS

Plunges 600 Feet with Com- 
panion at Long Island; Both 
Are In the Hospital, 


New York, May 4.—[Special. De Lloyd 
Thompson, the spectacular aviator and 
preparedness advocate, who recently 
bombarded Chicago, New York, and 
Washington from the sky, and Harold W. 
Blakeley, aviation instructor for the 
Sloane Aeroplane company, fell 600 feet 
from the air above the aviation field at 
Garden City, L. I., this afternoon. 

Both were so severely injured that they 
were taken to the Nassau county hospi- 
tal, and the machine in which they were 
riding. a big Sloane military tractor bi- 
plane, owned by the New York national 
guard and used for training militia 
aviators, was badly smashed. 

Thompson's left leg was fractured at 
bombarded Chicago, New York, and 
may have internal injuries. 


Learning New System. 

The accident happened shortly before 
5 o'clock. Blakeley had agreed to take 
Thompson for a ride in the big Sloane. 
Thompson uses the Nieuport control on 
his machine, The national guard ma- 
cHine has the Depérdussin control, total- 
ly different in system. Thompson was 
eager to learn the other system. 

They were about 600 feet up when those 
on the ground saw the machine take a 
heavy bank. Almost immediately it be- 
gan to corkscrew downward in swift, 
regular spirals, until before any one real- 
ly realized what was happening, the 
Sloane, weighing nearly 3,000 pounds, 
and with its propeller hauling it along at 
a speed of eighty miles an hour, smashed 
nose first into the turf a half mile south 
of the hangar whence it started. 


Thompson Under Wreck, 

Spectators found both men buried un- 
der a pile of wreckage. Underneath lay 
Thompson, who had been riding in the 
front seat and had received the worst 
shock of the fall, with his foot and lower 
leg horribly mangled and many cuts on 
his head and body. Both he and Blakeley 
were conscious, but so dazed and in such 
pain they could not tell what had hap- 


pened.

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NEW GERMAN OFFENSIVE 
OR FRENCH ADVANCE NEAR? 


Teuton Troop Movements and 
Evacuation of Towns from Metz 
to Muelhausen Reported. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 4.—Reports of move- 
ments of German troops and the evacua- 
tion by the inhabitants of towns from 
Metz to Muelhausen in Lorraine and Al- 
sace reached here today from Swiss and 
Dutch sources. 

It is possible that the clearing out of the 
towns may mean that Germany is pre- 
paring for a general French advance— 
the advance which the French troops 
have been eagerly awaiting since the bat- 
tle of the Marne. or it may mean the Ger- 
mans plan a giant new offensive. 

According to Amsterdam dispatches the 
civilian population of Metz, one of the 
strongest fortresses in the world, is leav- 
ing the town. The city has a population 
of about 60,000. It is about forty miles 
east of Verdun, and is approximately 
fifteen miles north of the firing line, 

Swiss newspapers publish reports that 
the inhabitants of many villages in the 
Sundgau, the district above Muelhausen, 
and in upper Alsace, are being removed. 
Tt is stated that great movements of 
German troops are in progress in Alsace 
and Lorraine. 


TWENTY-SIX MEN_ADRIFT 
AFTER FISHING SHIP SINKS.

Sent Down by Submarine 150 
Miles from Land. 


LONDON, May 4.—The sinking of a 
French fishing vessel 150 miles from land 
by a submarine ig reported tn an official 
communication issued this evening.

“The French fishing steamer Berna- 
dette was sunk in the Atlantic by an en- 
emy submarine May 1, when 150 miles 
from the nearest land, The crew of thir 
'ty-four escaped in boats. Bight of the 
crew were picked up. Twenty-six are 
still adrift.”

Washington, D. C., May 4.~—[Spe- 
cial.]—The capital again tonight has 
been thrown into a ferment of anxiety 
by the unofficial dispatches from Berlin 
regarding the attitude of Germany to- 
ward President Wilson's ultima tum to 
reform the conduct of submarine war- 
far@ on commerce or suffer a rupture 
with the United States. 

According to the press dispatches, 
Germany in the note delivered td Am- 
bassador Gerard today agrees to con- 
form the submarine warfare in the wa- 
ters surrounding the British isles to the 
rules governing cruiser warfare on com- 
merce, but under certain specified condi- 
tions. 

GERMANY TO STAND PAT. 

The most important condition, accord- 
ing to the unofficial dispatches, ig that 
armed merchantmen shall be treated as 
warships and therefore wil] be sunk 
without warning. 

The Berlin reply, it is reported, states 

that Germany stands unreservedly on 
its circular ers of Feb. 8 last 
in which it was announced that the 
enemy merchantmen, if armed, would 
be considered ships of war and treated 
accordingly. 
It the official text of the reply bears 
out this cabled version the consequences 
may be serious. Administration off- 
cials who read the press dispatches to- 
night did not conceal the gravity with 
which they view the matter. They were 
of the opinion that if the unofficial ver- 
sions of the reply are substantiated the 
United States will be brought face to face 
with the long impending crisis in its rela- 
tions with Germany. 


MAY NOT SATISFY WILSON. 

Insistence upon treating armed mer-

“threatening under certain circum- 
stances from auxiliary cruisers of other 
powers.” The British admiralty, it was 
added, published in January, 1914, a 
list showing that twenty-nine steamers 
of various English lines carried stern 
guns. 

CAPTURE ARMED SHIP. 

Germany established soon after the 
beginning of the war, the memorandum, 
said, that English liners ware armed 
the steamer La Correntina having been 
captured carrying two four pounder 
seven inch stern guns, and a German sub- 
marine having been fired upon ip the 
channel by an English yacht. 

The memorandum said that the British 
government for its own merchantmen 
had taken the standpoint that armed

Cook County to Spend $500,000 
for Good 18 Foot Roads. 


Cook county is going to spend a 
half million dollars for road build- 
ing. The county board so voted yes- 
terday.

Two hundred thousand , dollara 
will be paid for state aid roads, 
Under the law the state will pay

Bulgarian boys, some in white fur caps 
with red crowns (the distinctive badge of 
their nationality durmg Turkish rule), 
were marching in the steeets singing 
““Shema Maritza.”’ their national song. 
They had been hiding in the houses for 
months to escape the Serbian military 
service. % 

The proprietor of the Bosnia, who for 
the same reason was suppcsed to be out 
| of town, issuéd from the cellar where he 
nad lived for a long time, a secret shared 
by every one in Monastir, including the 
Serbian officials, who nightly played dom- 
moes in the café over his head. He mada 
out their bills from the cellar. 2

Several motors drove up. Bulgarian 
officers got out and went up the steps. 
They were quite a different type from 
the Serbians, fat, most of them, with 
round, sleepy brown faces. Their warm 
new uniforms of a light tobacco color 
had fur collars that we envied, but they

In the alley behind the ambulance wae 
packed a solid mass of peasants. I caught 
a giimpse of Miss Mitchell backed up 
against the gate.

The 
Turkish hoja stood beside hér, shouting 
at the top of his voice admonitions to the 
crowd. 

At the big gates it was worse. Half t 
people in Monastir’ was crowding and 
pushing. Dr. Forbes was vainly striving 
to keep some sort of order. Hands bran- 
dishing papers written in many languages 
above their heads to attract our attertion 
—not only our own flour tickets but papers 
written in their native language by their 
priests and literary friends
